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B«CTiniTiso fob Tan Ixvalid Corps. — The 
recent circular issued by Col. Fry directs the 
Acting Assistant Provost Marshal General of 
each State to at once open in the immediate 
vicinity of his headquarters a recruiting ren- 
■■eivous for the Invalid corps, and also to estab- 
nnder command of competent officers, a 
p of rendezvous for the Invalid corps in 
his State. Provisions shall be made at this 
oamp for the reception and accommodation of 
gncb soldiers as may be transferred to the corps 
from the hospitals, Jtc, as well as of such men 
as may be sent to it for enlistment from the 
various districts of the State, who, after re- 
porting to the commanding officer of the 
oamp, and presenting their certificates from 
the Board of Bnrolment by which they were 
gent, will be examined by a recruiting officer, 
and if deemed suitable for service in the In- 
valid corps will be enlisted. If rejected, trans- 
portation to the headquarters whence they 
came will be furnished at Government expense. 
Estimates for camps or rendezvous in the re- 
spective States are made by companies, as fol- 
lows: Maine, four companies; New Hamp- 
shire, four; Vermont, four; Massachusetts, ten; 
Rhode Island, three; Connecticut, five; New 
Tork, each assistant provost marshal general, 
ten; New Jersey, eight; Pennsylvania, fifteen; 
Delaware, two; Maryland, eight; Kentucky, 
•ix; Ohio, fifteen; Michigan, six ; Indiana, ten; 
llinois, ten; Missouri, eight; Iowa, eight; 
Wisconsin, eight; Minnesota, five; Kan3as, 
two; District of Columbia, ten. The compa- 
nies will be uniformed, armed, and eqaipped 
at the camps of rendezvous as soon as organ- 
ized, and sent to such stations as may be desig- 
nated by the Provost Marshal General.

Siwstitutb fob Cottoh ano Wool. — Ths 
Mtklotus Leueantha Major is the name of a 
new fibrous plant, which has peculiar claims 
as a substitute for cotton and wool. It re- 
s*mbles flax more than any other long-stapled 
filament, and works readily under the fibrilla 
process for mixing with either cotton or wool. 
Its use for paper stock was first discovered by 
Wm. Pryor, President of the Historical So- 
ciety of Halifax, who sent samples to Mr. S. 
M.Allen, of Boston, in 1861, for testing for 
fibrilla. The success in fibrilizing was perfect 
and Mr. Pryorsubmitted the samples of fibrilla 
to the London Exhibition, and obtained a first 
class medal there. The Royal Agricultural 
Society of London requested the samples for 
their museum, where they now remain as a 
curiosity. The fibre is thus described: 

Tbe Melilotus, planted in drills twelve inches 
apart, in May, comes abovo ground in twelve 
or fifteen days, grows luxuriantly, yielding an 
enormous crop from ono planting for several 
years. This plant may be cropped at the stago 
of growth when it is found to yield a fibre 
most suitable for the fabric or purpose re- 
quired. It grows to the height of from four 
to six feet. For paper stock the Melilotus 
may be cut, dried like hay, and convertsd into 
pulp immediately from the field — the fibre and 
wood or stalk being together available for 
the different varieties of paper. A peculiarity 
— aDd a valuable one — of this plant is, that it 
may remain in the fiold all winter, the air, 
snow, frost, and rain, rotting it effectually 
without injury to the fibre. In the flower 
garden the Melilotus is already well known 
and appreciated for its delicate flower and 
agreeable and lasting perfume.

Anthony, E*|., made their report, which is as follows, 
vie: Ihe committee appointed to report a b^is on 
which the vote of the convention shall be cast, have 
agreed, and report that the vote oast lor Union candi- 
dates for Congress at tbe Jnne election in tho yosr 
tSAl, iii the sevi ral counties now composing thii dis- 
trict, shall l-e the basis, and that each couuty here 
now represented by delegates shall bo entitled to ouo 
vole for every hundred votes, and for every fraction of 
fifty Totts and over, of the number then cast, as ap- 
pears by tho official statement of tho Socrotary of 
State hero shown.

It is further agreed that any one receiving the ma- 
jority of votes cast shall be the nominee of this con- 
vention. If no one receive a majority of votes on 
the tirst call, then the gentleman who has the small- 
est number of votes shall be dropped, and the vote 
continued as to those remaiuing until a choice Is 
made, according to the abovo principle. 

The convention took up the subject of the repre- 
sentative from Christian county. 

Mr. S. J. Oatos, who was admitted to a seat In tho 
organization of the convention, arose and stated to the 
con\enti>.n that he had no knowledge that there had 
been any meeting held or delegates appointed to rep- 
resent Christian county in the convention; that he 
was a soldier in tbe Federal army, aud did not come 
heie to represent Christian county in the convention, 
but had conie into the convention only at the request 
of a gentleman of bis acquaintance.

That aDy gentleman whose name is submitted 
to this convention lor its nomiuatiou, and wbo may 
not be present, may be vouched for by the delegation 
from the county from which said candidate uiay be 
p eeoulcd, and that Henry R. Tunstall, Win. W. Ste- 
vens, aad It. B. Speed bo appointed a committee to 
wait upon the candidates and learn their decision 
upon the subject of tho foregoing resolutions. 

The resolutions were adopted without a dissenting 
voice. Nominations were then auuounced as the next 
business in order. 

Henry B. Tunstall. of Henderson, uominatat Hon. 
George U. Teaman, of Daviess, and uo o her nomina- 
tions being made, the committee waited upon Mr. 
Yeaman and reported that Mr. Yeaman had pledged 
himself to abide the decision of the convention and 
support its nominee.

Nbab Vicksiicro, Miss., May 29, 1863. 

Last night the pickets on our right (10th 
division 13th army corps) were considerably 
exercised for about twenty minutes, the enemy 
having boldly come out to feel the Yankees and 
get a little fresh air. Instead they got several 
dosts of lead pills, and got sent back in a hur- 
ry. Aside from this little milling excursion 
nothing of interest occurred during the night. 

At seven o'clock this morning it 
seemed that a thousand thunder storms had 
broken forth simultaneously, save that it did 
not rain — anything but shot and shell. Great 
God! how our guns rained missiles of death 
and destruction on the besieged City of tbe 
Hills. Five discharges to the second! eighteen 
thousand per hour! raining down vengeance 
upon a rebellious people. How vividly the 
closing scenes of Sodom and Gomorrah came 
up before me! 'Twas direct from an insulted 
J ebovab, then — perhaps ( ? ) it i3 from H im now, 
through his people. Grant — that it is so, the 
survivors (if any) will never be able to erase 
from memory's tablet the severe scourging of 
the morning of May 29, 1863. 

Onr guns were, the most of them, elevated 
to clear the forts. For several days it has been 
the opinion of several military men, that very 
few of the enemy remain in their forts, but 
in the rear, partly undercover of the hill or 
ridge, and doubtless in artificial caverns, their 
lookouts reoort any unusual movement on our 
part, and should an assault be made, it is a 
very easy and simple thing to garrison any 
point attacked. This view of the case looks 
plausible. 

Have not been able to glean any further in- 
fotmation from Gen Joe Johnston's army, not 
even its probable whereabouts. By late North- 
ern papers I learn that 20,000 men have been 
detached from Rragg's army. It is not known 
whether this detachment is for tbe Mississippi 
a: my or for East Tennessee. From all that 
bas been gleaned from deserters and prisoners 
it is highly probable that the said troops are on 
their way here. 

It is certain that Gen. Grant has seat for re- 
inforcements, which if duly responded to will 
arrive soon. Cannot be more explicit at this 
time. 

Now let us suppose that Bragg send3 20,000 
to join Joe Johnston, who is believed to have 
15,000, we then will have 35,000 men in our 
rear! Again— suppose our reinforcements 
amount to about the same number, a battle 
must inevitably be fought at or near Big 
Black. Should this take place can either army 
at this point assist so as to turn the tide of bat- 
tle there, and how will it affect decisive re- 
sults in regard to the possession of Vicks- 
burg? This is a mere survey of possibilities, 
admitting of a possibility in regard to a side 
battle being fought near Big Black.

The feature of the week thus far is the 

BKVIKW OF (.)■".<. BOrSSBAO's DIVISION, 

Which took place on Monday last, jast outside 
onr picket lines in a beautiful meadow. The 
announcement that th.e division of Gen. Rous- 
seau would be reviewed drew est a large con- 
course of spectators, including quite a number 
of ladies. 

Major Generals Stanley, McOook, and Nng- 
ley, with their staffs, accompanied by a legion 
of gilt-edged officers of every conceivable rank, 
honored and added to the importance of the 
occasion. The cavalcade of handsomely uni- 
formed officials, mounted on superbly capar- 
isoned hors«e, galloped up and down the lines, 
inspecting the appearance of the troops, and 
returned to a knoll that overlooked the whole 
force. 

Tbe column then, marching in splendid style 
with bandsplaying and banners Hying, passed 
the officers in review. The imposing brilliancy 
of the display cannot be appreciated from de- 
scription. It was a clear, bright day, and the 
burnished bayonets, flashing back the rays of 
an ardent sun, fairly sparkled witb effulgence. 

The ground was slightly rolling, and as the 
column rose and fell with the nndulationa of 
the field, the long line of glittering steel 
seemed successive waves of light, brilliant at 
tbe crest, bnt in the triangle mellowed to a 
a bashful shimmer. The torn and tattered 
banners that fluttered above the several reg- 
iments seemed to borrow from the glitter of 
the arms a lustre that illumined the victories 
emblazoned on their folds. The eyes of the 
weather-beaten soldiers, in whose firm and 
measured tread I fancied I heard an earnest 
of their dauntless courage, flashed with an 
honest, soldierly pride, as they heard from the 
lookers-on a compliment to their appearance. 
The artillery, led by the intrepid Col. Loomis, 
whose gallant exploits have rendered him fa- 
mous in hiBtory, brought up the rear. Every 
one of these excellent batteries — Battery H, 
5th U. S. Artillery; the original Loomis' Bat- 
tery, and Bush's Kentucky Battery — have 
performed signal service in the bloodiest bat- 
tles of the war. As I reverted to the story of 
slaughter these guns have caused in the ene- 
my's rankg, I could not bnt fancy that the 
low, dull, sepulchral rattle of tho wheels were 
portentous mutterings from the tomb. 

Tbe tramp of men and horses, and the roll of 
the artillery wagons, fairly jarred the earth on 
which we stood. The compliments paid the 
fronts (and I heard not a few of thorn) were 
justly bestowed, aud must have been encour- 
aging to the General, whose countenance was 
radiant with the satisfaction elicited by the 
splendid appearance of the men. 

In all this, I saw the "p:>mp and circum- 
stance of glorious wa r ." But in the ragged, 
haggard, half starved children that timidly 
peeped from the broken window-pane, in the 
rough mud-chinked cabin by the way side; in 
tbe debris of a splendid mansion, charred and 
blackened by the flames; in the open unfilled 
fields overgrown with weeds, but once wav- 
ing with the fruits of agriculture: in unen- 
closed orchards with barked and dismantled 
trees; in the grass that was growing in roads 
and once fraflaented paths; I saw and recog- 
nized tbe aVB miseries, the destruction, and 
devastation that follow in its footsteps. 

FEW ALB SPIBS. 

In a country where so much respect is shown 
the opposite sex, and the conventional courte- 
sies ef society toward women so sacredly ob- 
served, a woman engaged in secret corres- 
pondence with tbe enemy in time of war is 
within our lines the most dangerous spy that 
could be employed ogainst us. She comes 
professedly a refugee from the discomforts and 
inconveniences that we know are suffered by 
citizens without the protection of the Federal 
armies, and signifies a desire to reside with 
some friend or relative within our lines. Her 
story is all probable and plausible. She en- 
lists tba sympathies and confidence of the au- 
thorities, who, in the laudable desire to extend 
to her the privileges of a citizen, 'lying from 
the trials and grievances that aillict those in 
rebellion, and seeking under the protection of 
the old flag the quiet and enjoyment of life, 
shielded by the beneficent laws of a well regu- 
lated government, grant her a safe sojourn 
among us. 

Abusing the confidence reposed in her, and 
violating tbe oath of loyalty she has taken, 
she no sooner collects a fund of valuable in- 
formation concerning our ttrength, situation, 
and probable designs, than she communicates 
tbe lesulls of her observations to the euetny. 

Such is the case of Mrs. , now being 

tried by a Military Commission in this place. 
She is a remarkably handsome woman, not 
over twenty years of age, and possessing a 
most elegant contour. She has fascinating 
black eyes, a polished education, and, natural- 
ly of an intellectual caste, is thoughtful, 
threwd, and intelligent. Of exceedingly ready 
perception, she is vivacious and fluent in con- 
versation, and commands a bewitching sil- 
very laugh, that never fails to exert a peculiar 
influence on the listener. If I am correctly 
informed, a certain officer not far from the 
l'rovost Marshal's office would profit by revert- 
ing to the story he read in the classics of the 
siren of old who melted the hearts of sterner 
warriors than be.

Wool Tbade. — Among the changes which 
the war and the consequent dearth of cotton 
have produced in our domestic industry, we 
observe a great and lucrative development of 
the wool trade. For not only do more than a 
million of men in the service of the govern- 
ment wear nothing but woollen, but in the 
community generally light fabrics of wool are 
more in demand th«n ever before. Hence we 
find that our imports of wool from England 
have increased from 2,841,200 pounds in 1860 
to 10,039,947 pounds in 1861, and in 1862 to 
11,623,226 pounds. At the port of New York 
the imports of wool, December 29; 1862, to 
April, 1863, were 15,740,574 pounds, and for 
the month endisg May 25, 1863, 5,455,072 
ponnds. The total imports for the five months 
was thus 21,185,646 pounds. »

A. Rebel Governor Arrested. — Governor 
Moore, of Louisiana, was arrested lately, and 
the New Orleans Era, of the 28th ult., gives the 
following particulars: 

We learn that a little while before the bat- 
tle of Bieland, a man named Hyman, living 
near Alexandria, was conscripted by an en- 
rolling officer named Robinson, and placed in 
camp against bis wishes, as one of the con- 
scripts, or drafted militia, of Lou'siana. Hy- 
man employed a lawyer named Rhiue to take 
up the case, and the latter had Robinson, the 
enrolling officer, brought bef >re Court, to show 
by what authority he held Hyman. Robin- 
son answered that he had received orders from 
Gen. Wycke. Wycke was then brought be- 
fore the Court, who in his defence alleged that 
be bad acted under orders of Thomas O. 
Moore. 

Tbe persistent attorney then had Governor 
Moore arrested and brought to the bar. The 
Governor claimed to have acted in pursuance 
of a law passed by the Louisiana Legislature 
at its recent session at Sbreveport. But Mr. 
Rhine established to the satisfaction of the 
Court that there had been no quorum of the 
Lepi8latute at the time this law was alleged 
to have been passed, and consequently there 
was no power to pass such a law, or any 
other. 

Mr. Rhine is reported to have spoken in 
very plaiu terms to the Court of Governor 
Moore's actions since he has been Chief Mag- 
istrate of this State, and told tbe latter to his 
fate tlat be was the "destroyer and murder- 
er of families."

Dr. Hewitt gives it as a decided opinion, 
derived from facts which came to his know- 
ledge in the course of his journey from Jack- 
son to Richmond, that General Grant will 
surely take Vicksburg, and that the rebels 
have as good as given up the attempt to re- 
lieve it. That they will, however, make an 
effort to seize and hold another point of the 
river, being determined not to relinquish the 
river to the Yankees. 

The crops are looking finely all over the 
South and promise a fine harvest. 

The revocation of Burnside's order suppres- 
sing the Chicago Times was made at the in- 
stance of Senator Trumbull, Judge Davis, and 
other Illinois politicians. 

Surgeon Gen. Hammond explains his recent 
ce'er in relation to the nsa of cr.lom"! and tar- 
tar emetic in the army, to mean not their en- 
tire prohibition, but their restriction merely. 

Fernando Wood denies in the New York 
Times of to-dav that he retracted here any of 
bis late speeches in New York or that he was 
hooted by the soldiers while passing through 
Baltimore. Persons here affirm positively 
that they beard the soldiers at Baltimore not 
only hoot but call him copptrhead, traitor, 
and other epithets. 

[Commercial's Washington Correspondence.! 
In the reconnoissance across the Rappahan- 
nock on Friday we took some 200 prisoners 
and lost CO men, including Captain Cross, of 
the 5th New York Engineer corps. He was a 
valuable officer.

The Government does not deem it proper 
to publish the details of Grant't despatches 
which are regarded as eminently satisfactory. 

It is understood that in being relieved from 
the Charleston squadron Admiral Dupont is 
not to be superseded from active service. 

Washington, June 8. 
By direction of General Hooker, Captain 
Almon D. Borden, company K, 2d Michigan, 
has been dismissed from the service for ab- 
sence without leave and conduct prejudicial 
to good order and military discipline. Lieut, 
J. B. D. Bennett, company B, same regiment, 
bas been cashiered and sentenced to forfeit all 
pay and allowances that are or may be com- 
ing due him. 

By order of General Rosecrans, Captain 
Ford, company I, 32d Indiana, has been dis- 
missed the service — reason, drunkenness and 
neglect of duty. 

New York, Jnne 9. 
The Tribune says from a gentleman fully 
cenversant with affairs at Port Hudson and in 
the Department of the Gulf, who arrived here 
last night from New Orleans, we learn some in- 
teresting facts of the situation of Banks's army 
and its prospects. Our informant left Port 
Hudson late in the evening on Sunday the 31st 
ult. There bod been no fighting of conse- 
quence since the assault of the 27th, but Gen. 
Banks had been industriously and rapidly 
contracting his lines and approaching the 
rebel works. The wings of our army rested 
on or very near tbe Mississippi, both above 
and below, and there was no possibility of re- 
inforcements reaching tba beleaguered garri- 
son. ' 

Banks had made up his mind to take the 
place, and he had men and means to do it. 
The contest of the 27th was very desperate and 
very bloody; the rebels fighting with most 
reckless courage, and our men being not a 
whit behind in daring and pluck. Our in- 
formant corroborates the good accounts here- 
tofore given of the conduct of the colored sol- 
diers. 

These sable warriors provoked most frenzied 
bnlred on the other side, and the rebels bent 
all their energy to their annihilation, and, 
since tbe fight, they have missed no chance to 
kill negro pickets. In one instance they 
pounced upon a single black sentry, captured, 
and forthwith hung him — a piece of bloody 
instruction quickly improved upon, for, almost 
within an hour, some negroes got bold of a 
rebel picket, and swung him up in full sight 
of their murdered companion. 

The stories about Kirby Smith coming to 
the relief of Port Hudson are probably erro- 
neous. Smith is no doubt in Texas some- 
where, or possibly in Western Louisiana, 
certainly nowhere near Port Hudson, nor 
could he get across if be were opposite. 

Col. Grierson is slashing around and was 
at last accounts upbetween Port Hudson and 
Vicksburg, tearing up railroads, destroying 
bridges, hunting tor Confederate stores, and 
canvassing the State generally. 

It was understood that Joe Johnston was at 
Jackson on the 27tb,but he had no force worth 
coming against us. 

We regret to learn that Gen. Sherman, who 
was wounded at Port Hudson, is hardly ex- 
pected to live. 

The weather is terribly hot, and the place 
very dry and dusty. 

New Yobk, June 9. 
Port Hudson advices via New Orleans state 
that neither Nickerson, Col. Clark, of the 5th 
Michigan, Col. Bullock, of the 30th Massachu- 
setts, nor Col. Payne, of the 2d Louisiana, is 
in the least injured. 

J2Col. Lull, 8th New Hampshire, Col. Bean, 
4th Wisconsin, and Capt. Woostaski, of Gen. 
Weitzel's staff, killed. Captains Crayon and 
Herron and Lieut. Chittenden, tth Wisconsin, 
tadly wounded. 

That regiment lost 70 killed and wounded 
out of 300 in the fight of the 27th. 

Gen. Stone has arrived ot New Orleans and 
will probably be placed in command of Sher- 
mau's division. 

Kirby Smith is reported at Franklin, but not 
vouched for. 

New Yobk, June 9.

supported by the 6th Michigan and 17-lth aud 
161st New York. 

These regiments are completely cut up. The 
colored regiment has but 200 left. On reach- 
ing the third battery of seige guns the rebels 
opened on them with terrific slaughter, when 
they were ferced to retreat, receiving heavy 
shot and shell and pieces ot railroad iron, 12 to 
18 inches long. 

The rebels fought with "great desperation, 
every man being cut down at the guus. Col. 
Garrier offered to surrender if Banks would 
allow him to march out with the guns, provis- 
ions, it ., but it was declined. 

It is reported that the black flag was raised 
by the rebels. Everything was kept quiet as 
to the results of the fight. 

The losses wouldn't be made known until 
official despatches are sent to Washington. 

On the 2Uth the navy bombarded Port Hud- 
son all day and night without response. The 
steamer Fulton had gone with reinforcements, 
the only two left in New Orleans. 

General Noal Daw is in town slightly 
wounded. 

New Yobk, Jnne 9. 
A Times' special, dated headquarters army 
of the Potomac, June 7th, 6 P. M., says the 
situations remain unchanged. The position 
taken by Howe s division on the south bank 
of the Rappahannock on Friday evening is 
B'ill peacefully held. The only hostile dem- 
onstration during the past 24 hours has been 
an occasional shell from one t 'i-inch Rodman 
stationed cm the hills on this side. Our skir- 
mishers held the line of Deep Run and Bowl- 
ing Green road, while the enemy are in plain 
sight about a quarter of a mile further on in 
no large bodies. 

Their troops are in sight about one mile di- 
rectly in front of our position, and on the crest 
of a hill is a battery in sight, but this is all we 
can Eee. There is abundant evidence, hovever, 
that the enemy is closely watching our move- 
ments, evidently hoping that we may continue 
our advance and meet him on his chosen 
ground. I can say that this depends altogether 
upon circumstances. Our troops lie on their 

1 arms in an open plain covered by several bat- 

■ teries of those fierce brass Napoleons. They 
are in excellent spirits. > 

] A large detail of men were to-day engaged 
in destroying the enemy's rifle pits on the 
bank of tho river near where we crossed. 

' The ditches are being filled up and the banks 
levelled off, thus restoring the ground to its 
former level surface, depriving the enemy of 
the immediate use of this defence, and facil- 
itating the passage of our troops over the 
ground. 

No general engagement is yet imminent. 
There are indications, though not very numer- 
ous, that, ere the week is over, there may be 
noteworthy news, though from what quarter, 
or in what shape, no one seems to know. 

Naw Yoek, June 9. 
A Hilton Head letter of the 4th reports a 
, raid by 200 of the 2d South Carelina regi- 
ment under O. F. Montgomery into the interi- 
or, and return without the loss of one man and 
with 100 contrabands and a large amount of 
other property. It is stated that 500 mi.nht 
have been brought off had transportation been 
sufficient. Fifty dwellings of secessionists 
were destroyed.; 

New Yobk, June 9. 
A Herald's special, dated Washington, 8th, 
says reports received to-day from the Rappa- 
hannock state that two lines of battle are be- 
ing formed plainly in sight of the rebel linef, 
and under fire of their artillery, but affairs 
have been quiet on both sides. 

The 0th Vermont was thrown forward as 
skirmishers, and suffered the only casualties 
i inflicted by the enemy yesterday. 

A visit to the front disclosed the enemy in 
unusually strong force in their old position on 
' the right, left, and front of our advance col- 
I umn. The enemy is busr. and large columns 
seem to be moving up and taking position to 
await further operations of our forces. 

Hooker was across the river, and visited our 
picket lines on Saturduy. 

New York, June 9. 
A Suffolk letter says the rebel report of Suf- 
folk being evacuated is untrue. It has been 
made stronger than ever. 

A letter from Folly Island, Charleston har- 
bor, dated June 1, states that there are but 
1,000 rebel troops on James Island. There 
were formerly about 13,000, and the inference 
is that they have been sent to operate against 
Grant.

paroled. Their object seemed to be to plunder 
aud rob, which they did pretty extensive- 
ly. About forty of the John Morgan 
Morgan'sgueriilas constituted the band, bat 
under whose leadership it was not known. 
The most of them were well known in the 
neighborhood of Hodgensvillo, being from. 
Nelson county, Ky. They stole horses, and 
every article of clothing and apparel they could 
find — and took from Mr. Gibbons, a mail con- 
tractor, upwards of one handred dollars in cash. 
They went to the postoffice with tha 
avowed intention of robbing it, but as there 
was no money or stamps in the hands of this 
postmaster they got nothing there. Tbey 
took away with them the horses belonging; 
mostly to Southern rights men. They evi- 
dently cared not wbo the property belonged 
to, but took all they could steal from who- 
ever chanced to have it. Their presence* 
was extremely disagreeable to everybody in 
the town except a few secession sympathizing; 
ladies, wbo manifested a deal of pleasure when 
they appeared, and seemed loth to part with 
them when they left, which they did in a 
hurry.

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Tbbbidlb Catastbophb. — At Nicbola9ville, 
Ky, the Southern terminus of the Kentucky 
Central Railroad, on Saturday, about noon, 
tbe boiler of the locomotive Kenton exploded, 
Instantly killing three men and wounding 
twelve others— two of whom have since died. 
Among the killed is a young man named Cas- 
per Breidenburg, of Covington, who was a 
Government teamster. All the others were 
members ofa Massachusetts regiment, the 51st, 
we believe. The cause of the explosion 
is a mystery. The engineer, Mr. Frank 
Lockwood, of Lexington, was at dinner 
when it occurred. The engine was stand- 
ing on the track near the telegraph 
office, attached to a passenger train, which 
was to have left in a short time for Covington. 
The conductor of the train, Mr. Jas. Taylor, 
and the fireman, Geo. Stoller, both of Coving- 
ton, had got off the locomotive but a few mo- 
ments before tbe explosion took place. A suf- 
ficient quantity of water was said to have been 
in the boiler, and the amount of steam did 
not exceed one hundred and thirty pounds, 
which we are informed was not above an av- 
erage for tbe locomotive. The report of the 
explosion was terrific. The engine was thrown 
fully fifty feet from the track and completely 
demolished. 

The killed and wounded belonged to the 
following regiments: 35th Massachusetts, 3 
killed, 1 mortally wounded, and 1 seriously 
wounded; 7th Rhode Island, 1 killed, named 
Bentley; 51st New York, 1 slightly wounded; 
9th New Hampshire, N. B. Blackmer. mortally 
wounded, and Sergeant W. O. Florence, 
Blightly wounded. A colored'man, who work- 
ed about the depot, was also killed, making 
the total number killed six. A brigade quar- 
termaster, belonging to the 21st New York, 
wbo was sitting on ahorse near the cars when 
the explosion took place, was thrown, with 
tbe animal, a distance of fifteen feet by the 
tremendous concussion, and alighted safely in 
his saddle.

Hey are of course opposed by such 
pretended friends of the Union as aro inclined 
to radicalism or abolitionism and such other 
pretended I'nion men as are leagued with the 
secessionists but by nobody else except the 
secessionists themselves. 

Then let every Union candidat e, as a con- 
dition of our party's support, be required to 
stand upon them fairly and squarely. They 
involve no questions in regard to which there 
need be a doubt or a misgiving. 

We are told that t.ere are some few, some 
very few aspirants for the Legislature, who 
calling themselves Union men, are not opposed 
to the President's emancipation proclamation 
If there are any such, and if they would in 
good faith serve the Union cause, let them, for 
the sake of that cause, get or keep quietly ou t of 
the way. They are, as they must know, at 
direct issue, upon that matter, with the Union 
party of Kentucky. There is no emancipa- 
tion proclamation party in this State, and one 
can't be created. There is no party here that 
goes for the proclamation as either a political 
or a military measure. The body of our pop- 
ulation believe that it is injurious to the nation 
in its military operation, and, if possible, still 
more injurious to it politically. No well- 
informed man doubts that it has helped 
to divide the people of the North, who, be- 
fore it was announced as forthcoming, were 
as a unit but are now separated into parties, 
and no one can entertain a rational doubt that 
it has destroyed or rather stifled every Union 
feeling in the South, inflaming the popula- 
tion of that section to the point of frenzy and 
desperation. Besides, the permanent execu- 
tion of the measure would involve the over- 
throw of our system of government and the 
extinction of the nation. Every voice raised 
in favor of the proclamation in Kentucky is 
a voice tending to the promotion of the rebel 
cause. Let no such voice be raistd in onr 
next Legislature. Let no owner of such a 
voice be sent to that body. He would be a 
pestilent disturber of Union concord. Let 
him enjoy the sound of his own voice, but en- 
joy it outside of the Capitol. 
-: We are informed, that, in a few counties, 
men asking to be elected to the next Legisla- 
ture as Union men declare themselves opposed 
to the fifth resolution on national affairs adopt 
cd by the last Legislature. That resolution is 
as follows: 

Resolved, That this General Assembly de- 
clares that the power which has recently been 
assumed by the President of the United States, 
■whereby, under the guise of military necessity, 
he has proclaimed and extended martial law 
over the States where war does not exist, and 
has suspended the writ of habeas corpus, is un- 
warranted by the constitution, and its tenden- 
cy is to subordinate civil to military authority, 
and to subvert constitutional and free govern- 
ment. 

The resolution is just and proper, and most 
unquestionably expresses the sentiment of 
Kentucky. The President suspended the priv- 
ilege of the writ of habeas corpus, in numer- 
ous cases, before Congress had authorized him 
to suspend it, and suspended it, moreover, on 
the express assumptiom that he had the consti- 
tutional right to do so, an assumption that flies 
in the face of the whole current of our history 
and of the history of civil liberty itself. Con- 
gress has since given him the authority, and 
thereby has affirmed by clear implication the 
justness of the doctrine asserted on this point 
in the resolution under notice. Indeed, the 
majority of the President's political friendi in 
Congress frankly repudiated the assumption 
in question. It really finds almost as little 
countenance in the public mind of the coun- 
try as it finds in reason and in law. It is a 
mere freak of doctrine, born of the passion 
and extravagance of the hour, and destined to 
pass away with them. 

As to the other point of the resolution, ths 
condemnation of the extension of "martial 
law over States where war does not exist," we 
own we do not see how there can be any dif- 
ference of opinion amongst the free citizens of 
this free Kepublic. What is martial law? 
The will of a military chief. Such is the defi- 
nition given by the publicists. When, there- 
fore, the President extended martial law over 
the States of the North, as he did in his proc- 
lamation of the 24th of last September, he in 
theory abolished the constitution, and pro- 
claimed his own will as the supreme law of 
the land, — the supreme law in New York and 
in New Hampshire, where peace and order 
reign undisputed, and where the course 
of civil justice is unbroken and unob- 
structed, as well as in the sphere of ac- 
tual military operations, where military au- 
thority is supreme under the constitution. 
This theory is nothing less than monstrous. Its 
reduction to practice would extinguish utter- 
ly the liberties of the people. It converts the 
whole country intoa military camp, the whole 
people into a military force, and the whole 
President into a military chief. In short, it 
wipes out the Model Republic, and sets up in 
its place a military despotism. The resolution 
under notice declares of this doctrine, together 
vrith the newfangled doctrine respecting the 
■writ of habeas corpus, lhat it is "unwarranted 
by the constitution, and its tendency is to 
subordinate civil to military authority, and to 
subvert constitutional and free government.' 
Tu»? great Mid solemn troth could not be ex- 



pressed adequately in terms more decorous. 
The resolution is right, eminently right, and 
the Union party of Kentucky endorses it, and 
will maintain it. We are indeed reluctant to 
believe that any Kentuckian who give3 a free 
rein to his native sense and spirit can differ 
with the Union party on this point. 

In some eounties, no doubt, persons will 
announce themselves for the Legislature who 
are of the no more-men-and-moncy school — 
persons, who, while professing to be in favor of 
the restoration of the Union, are doing every- 
thing in their power against it by opposing 
the contribution of another man or another 
dollar to resist the rebel armies. No matter 
what name such persons may assume, they are 
practically rebels, insidious rebels, the worst 
and most dangerous kind of rebels. 
All such repudiate and spurn the plat- 
form of our Union Convention and should 
themselves be repudiated and spurned by all 
loyal citizens. Instead of having any noU 
another-man-nor-another-dollar-men in the 
next Legislature, let us have only the-last- 
man-and-the-last-dollar-men in that body. 
Upon this point surely all genuine Union 
men, all the honest friends of the country can 
be agreed. 

We want no men sent to the Legislature to 
make a factious or indiscriminate opposition 
to the Administration. We want none sent 
there who will not find more pleasure in sup- 
porting the Administration where it is right 
than in opposing it where it is wrong. We 
want none sent there who will not judge all 
its acts in a spirit of liberality and candor, 
approve where they can, blame only where 
they must, and, above all, sustain the gov- 
emment.whatever may be the misdeeds of those 
in power, in prosecuting the war with the 
most terrible energy. We have thus indicated 
the ground and the only ground upon which 
there can be unity of feeling and action among 
the loyal men upon whom will devolve the 
momentous duty of legislating for Kentucky 
in this mighty crisis of her affairs and the 
affairs of the nation. That ground, the only 
true and practicable basis, we repeat, is the 
Union Convention platform. The Union par- 
ty of Kentucky stands upon that platform. 
Let no individual who cannot stand upon it 
ask the party for office, and if he asks, let him 
be treated as one who would introduce discord 
where there should be perfect harmony. 



There is no feature of our war that 
strikes the minds of European military critics 
with more surprise than the repeated attempts 
made by Federal commanders to carry by 
storm regularly constructed fortifications. 
There is something so monstrously absurd, 
such utter hopelessness of success, in the at- 
tempt, that the military critics of Europe re- 
fuse to credit the fact, and assume that the for- 
tifications at Fredericksburg must have been 
some hasfily-constructed earthworks, little 
better than an ordinary rifle pit. Their cre- 
dulity will be put to a still severer test when 
they read of the useless slaughter of thousands 
in similar attempts mAde at Yicksburg and 
Port Hudson. The following, from the cor- 
respondence of the New York Herald, tells 
the latest tale of this bloody species of military 
insanity at Port Hudson: • 

As I predicted would be the case in my let- 
ter to you of yesterday, if it was attempted to 
carry Port Hudson by storm, our loss in killed 
and wounded is very heavy. The least esti- 
mate I have heard is between two and three 
thousand, which I am led to believe is about 
correct. When all is taken into consideration 
it is not larger, however, than we should ex- 
pect, and it falls below what I supposed we 
would sustain. When masses of troops march 
up to an enemy's works like those of the 
rebels at Port Hudson, subjected as our men 
were to a concentrated fire from weapons of 
all descriptions, the field becomes a slaughter 
pen. 

Sebastopol was defended by earthworks no 
better than those that surrounded Vicksburg 
or Port Hudson, and yet it was not until they 
had been ruined by an artillery fire lasting for 
months that any French or English comman- 
der dreamed of making an assault. None but 
a madman would have attempted it. 

Why, then, are our soldiers dashed by regi- 
ments and brigades against fortifications upon 
which the engineer's art has been exhausted 
during a year's incessant labor? Why are 
thousands of our sons and brothers sacrificed 
in efforts that have not a ghost of a chance to 
succeed ? 

The answer is obvious. The Satanic press 
of the Northern fanatics have raised such fear- 
ful howls about the ears of every command- 
ing General, who ha3 followed the plain dic- 
tates of common seuse, as well as the estab- 
lished maxims of the art of war, that Burn- 
side and Grant and Banks have been, as it 
were, compelled to sacrifice thousands of lives 
to this infernal Moloch, that, at a safe distance 
from danger, howls incessantly for blood. 

Nor has the press alone this fearful respon- 
sibility resting upon it. Such silly braggarts 
as Hooker have given a semi-official sanction 
to the senseless clamor for disregarding the 
engineer's art. Hooker could see no obstacle 
at any time to marching into Richmond while 
the army was under McClellan's command. 
It is thought perhaps that he has been able to 
discover some few hindrances in the way siace 
he has been in command himself. We hope 
at least that the Congressional Committee will 
recall their willing-witness and propound 
to him the stereotyped question "Could you 
see any obstacle, Sec," substituting only 
Chancellorsville for Williamsburg, Fair Oaks, 
Ac. If McClellan bad attempted to 
storm the works at Yorktown, or had 
marched upon the fortifications of Richmond 
after the battles of Williamsburg or Fair Oaks, 
a repulse with the slaughter of ten thousand 
men would have been the inevitable result, 
even although Joe Hooker "could not see it.'' 
If Grant had not made the attempt, hopeless 
though he must have known it to be, to carry 
regnlarly constructed redoubts with the 
bayonet, the whole Northern abolition press 
would ere this have been howling around the 
President for his removal. And yet we can- 
not hold the Generals blameless who sacrifice 
so uselessly the lives of their officers and sol- 
diers to appease this infernal clamor. 

McClellan did not and would not do it, and, 
though his refusal cost him his command, he 
is more honored by the nation in his retire- 
ment than any commander now in the field is 
likely to be for such achievements as the at- 
tempt* to storm regular fortifications with the 
bayonet. 

It is greatly to be regretted that a few hun- 
dred abolition Editors and orators could not be 
massed as a forlorn hope to try their own the- 
ories upon one of the enemy's redoubts at 
Vicksburg. We are inclined to think that 
those who survived the attempt would be able 
to see the folly of the thing as clearly as 
Hooker now sees the obstacles to a march into 
Richmond.

This notice appeared in the Democrat of 
yesterday, and we find that a similar one was 
sent to us. It is too silly and absurd a thing 
to get angry at. We wonder what under the 
moon can be the matter with Col. Moore. 
He dumbfounds us, but hasn't found us dumb, 
nor will he. He has seemed to us a courteous 
and intelligent gentleman and officer, but this 
thing of his, which was sent upon his sole re- 
sponsibility, beats the devil and cockfighting. 
He seems to have a good heart; perhaps his 
heart can't be beaten; but one would think his 
head had been beaten all hollow. His notifi- 
cation to ns, we presume, was the last act of 
his Provost life, for he was superseded even 
before it reached us — his second supersession 
within a few weeks. He gave us his dying 
words as Provost, uttering them in the ago- 
nies and contortions of official dissolution. 
As he has been ordered to the head of a part 
of a regiment, we suppose we may now ven- 
ture to do a little free talking, unless he thinks 
that, as Colonel of half a regiment, he has the 
same right to govern newspapers that he had 



as Provost Marshal, and shall march his half 
regiment ogainst the Journal office for the first 
supposed offence. Let him charge our office 
at the bead of his fraction of a command if 
he chooses; we will charge him nothing for 
the charge. 

We might ask this ex-Provost why, in 
taking such a grave step as warning newspa- 
pers what they may or may not publish, he 
failed to consult Gen. Boyle or some other su- 
perior authority, but .undoubtedly he hasn't 
asked himself. We don't suppose any Provost 
ever made such a little burlesque Jupiter of 
himself before. Col. M. knew that all of the 
bitter anti-administration papers on the north 
of the Ohio were allowed to come by thousands 
into this city and into all parts of Kentucky, 
and yet, without attempting to shut out that 
tide, he actually contemplated laying his pet- 
ty finger upon the Louisville Journal, which 
has done and is doing and will do more for the 
cause of the Union than five hundred epaulette- 
wearers like himself have done or will ever do. 
The Union State Convention in this city 
adopted resolutions against the war policy of 
the administration; the whole Union State 
ticket stand upon those resolutions; the Union 
candidates for Congress stand upon them; 
the Union candidates for the Legislature 
will stand upon them, and of course we could 
not defend the action of our own Convention 
or vindicate the position of the men of our

Let all small officials be careful lest, in try- 
ing to kick newspapers, they by mistake 
kick the bucket.

Buell, he would no longer be safe at home. 
On the 5th of last month, happening to be out 
. business upon the Franklin road about four 
of five miles from Nashville, he was captured 
by a small band of guerillas and taken to Co- 
lumbia. At that place he was kept in prison 
seventeen days, buying his meals and paying 
■a dollar apiece for them. At the end of that 
time the Seventeenth Mississippi started with 
him for Columbus in their own State. On the 
way a few of the soldiers, say nine or ten, de- 
termined to leave their regiment without per- 
mission in order to visit their homes, and 
spoke of the matter in his presence. Ho asked 
to be allowed to go with them, saying that he 
had relatives near where they lived. They 
had no objection, and all took their oppor- 
tunity and started off together. Pretty soon 
afterwards he took his particular opportunity 
and deserted the deserters. First he struck for 
Corinth, which was the most accessible point 
Vithin the Federal lines. Thence ho went to 
Memphis, took a boat, and arrived here yes- 
■rday on bis way back to Nashville with a 
pretty stout resolution in his bosom not to fall 
iLto the hands of the guerillas again.

The New Albany Ledger learns that 
Lieut. Col. Johnson, of the Sixty-fifth Indiana 
mounted infantry, arrived at Henderson on 
last Friday, from a chase of a gang of guer- 
illas who had been busy near Madisonville. 
His command succeeded in capturing twelve 
of the rebels, but the remainder managed to 
"skedaddle." While on the hunt, Lieut.-Col. 
J. issued an order to his men to press into 
service for one day all male citizens between 
the age of eighteen and forty-five, for the pur- 
pose of making a thorough drive through the 
region infested by the guerillas. In a short 
time he had a force of five hundred mounted 
Kentuckians, with whom he scoured the coun- 
try. Col. J. says his "boys" have learned all 
the roads and by-paths, and know also just 
where to obtain guides in that section, so that 
hereafter these irresponsible gangs of rebel 
emissaries will stand a slim show of escape. 

A Rebel Mail and Prisoners Captured. — 
On Thursday at noon as Captain Hutchins, of 
the Second Illinois Regiment, was on his way 
from Columbus, Ky., to Covington, Tenn., ho 
came up with and captured, near the latter 
place, a rebel mail carrier, who had with him 
a large number of letters. Captain Hutchius 
ascertained by letters in the mail, that, at no 
great distance to the right of the road, the 
rebel Colonel Faulkner was lying with three 
hundred men. Captain Hutchins started to 
find his camp, and succeeded in capturing four 
of his men after a slight skirmish.

MrRFREKSiiORO, June 9. 

Two rebel officers dressed in United State3 
uniforms appeared in Franklin yesterday with 
orders from The War Department, approved by 
General Rosecrans, directing them to visit the 
post at Franklin, eiamino the fortifications, 
inspect the ordnance, and report the condition 
ot the same and the competency of the Rarri. 
son to withstand an attack. Their manner 
and conversation eicited suspicion, and a tel- 
egram from General RosecJans denying that 
any such officers had been ordered to inspect, 
induced their arrest. One was, some time 
since, Chief of Artillery on General Bragg's 
Staff, and now bolis a prominent position 
in the Confederate army. His name is 
Lawrence Orton Williams, and is a son of an 
old army officer of that name, who belonged 
to the regular army, and was killed at Cerro 
Gordo. After entering the rebel service he 
changed his name to Lawrence Williams Or- 
ton. He was at one time a member of Gen. 
Scott's staff. The other is a Lieut. Dunlap, of 
little notoriety. The two were tried by drum- 
head court-martial, and hung this morning by 
order of Gen. Rosecrans. 

A lady, just arrived from Shelbyville, says 
that a report was current at that place when 
she left to the effect that Grant had captured 
Vicksburg with 12,000 prisoners. D. 

Nashvii.ii, June 9. 

Two spies suffered death by hanging at 
Franklin to-day. One Colonel Williams, for- 
merly of the Fifth V. S. Regulars, and Lieut. 
Peterson arrived at Franklin on the evening 
of the 8th representing themselves as inspect- 
ors sent by General Rosecrans. Both wore 
Federal uniforms. They advised Colonel 
Beard, commanding post, to discard the guns 
now upon the fortand obtain new ones. Wil- 
liams borrowed funds of the Commandant to 
purcha-e new uniform. 

Col. Baird, in the meantime, telegraphed to 
Gen. Rosecrans for authority for their visit. 
The answer returned was to hang them as 
spies, as no inspectors had been sent to him. 
Both having obtained the countersign, had 
passed the line9. A force of cavalry brought 
them back. They were hung at 9-30 A. M. 
to-day. Cavalry and infantry formed a square 
round the tree. The prisoners were brought 
in between two platoons of infantry. Just 
before the handkerchief was placed over their 
eyes, they embraced each other, and signified 
that they were ready. The Colonel died hard. 
Both were buried with the ropes round their 
nfcM, 

All quiet to-day. Nothing new from our 
front. 

Mcrfreesboro, June 9. 
A lady from Shelbyville arrived here to- 
day, and says that a report of the surrender of 
Vicksburg and the garrison of 12,000 men was 
prevalent in rebel camps A later arrival con- 
firms this rumor, a person stating that rebel 
papers bad published the particulars of the 
capitulation. 

New York, June 9. 

The Tribune's Washington letter says the 
President feels perfectly easy about the situa- 
tion of Gen. Grant, and confident that he can 
reinforce more rapidly than the Trbels, thus 
preserving our numerical super ority, and 
bringing the siege to a successful close. The 
reportetf expedition to Shreveport, and the 
destruction ot rebel rams and other property, 
is discredited as impossible. 

Tbe Tribune has letters stating that up to 
May 31st the siege of Vicksburg was pro- 
gressing admirably, and famine was beginning 
to tell upon the foe. The capture or surrender 
ol the place was considered certain and that 
speedily. Our forces are in fine spirits, and 
our siege guus within pistol shot of the ene- 
my's works. All apprehensions of an attack 
on our rear by Johnston are groudless. We 
hold all the passes from Vicksburg, and have 
completely blockaded them against any pos- 
sible advance. 

[Special to the Post.[ 

No news has been received of offensive ope- 
rations by rebel cavalry in the Culpepper re- 
gion. 

Admiral Foote arrived to-day. He is mak- 
ing preparations to assume command of the 
South Atlantic Squadron, and a new attack 
on Charleston may soon be expected. 

The Post's New Orleans correspondence siys 
fears are entertained that General Neal Dow 
will not recover. 

New York, June 9. 
The Washington Star of last evening says, 
we do not feel at liberty to publish details of 
the latest information received here from tbe 
viciniiy of Vicksburg, insomuch by so doing 
we might promulgate facts the knowledge of 
which might aid the enemy'd resistance of 
Grant's army. Suffice it to say, that we are 
satisfied there is very late information here 
from that quarter of an entirely satis'acto y 
character. Grant is progressing well with his 
work. 

Advices have been received in Pittsburg, 
Pa., to tbe effect that Major General Frank J. 
Herron has left St. Louis for below with a 
large force. He left St. Louis with his full 
Staff on Thursday last. 

A Washington despatch says it is rumored 
that General Stoneman bas resigned his com- 
mand of the cavalry of the Army of the Poto- 
mac, and that General I'leasanton will suc- 
ceed him. 

Another despatch says an officer just re- 
turned from Uichmond says he saw 21 regi- 
ments pass through there on their way to Lee's 
army. Several regiments of cavalry from 
North Carolina followed them. 

Washington, June 9. 

Gen. Banks, in an offi.ial report, dated be- 
fore Port Hudson, May 30th, gives an account 
of the attack on that place similar to the re- 
ports already published. In speaking of tbe 
nfjr> troops he says they answered every ex- 
pectation. Their conduct was heroic. No 
troops could be more determined or more 
dariDg. Tbey made during the day three 
charges upon the batteries of the enemy, suf- 
fering very heavy losses, and holding their 
position at nightfall with the other troops on 
the right before the line. 

The highest commendation is Destowed 
upon them by all the officers in command. 
Toe history of this day proves conclusively 
that the Government will find in this class of 
troops effective supporters and defenders. 
The severe test to which they were subject- 
ed and the determined manner in which they 
encountered the enemy leaves upon my mind 
no doubt of their ultimate success. They re- 
quire only good officers, commands ot limited 
numbers, and careful discipline to make them 
excellent soldiers. 

Our losses from the 23d to thi3 date in killed, 
wounded, and missing are nearly 1,000, in- 
cluding, I deeply regret to say, some of the 
ablest officers of the corps. 

St. Lor/is, June 9. 

The Indian territories in the State of Kan- 
sas south of the 38th parallel, the western tier 
of counties in Missouri south of the same par- 
allel, and the western tier of counties in Ar- 
kansas, will constitute the District of the 
Frontier, under command of Major-General 
Blunt, with his headquarters at Fort Scott or 
in tbe field. 

The State of Kansas north of the 38th par- 
allel, and the two western tiers of counties in 
Missouri north of the same parallel and south 
of the Missouri river, will constitute the Dis- 
trict of the Border, under the command of 
Brigadier-General Thomas Ewing, with his 
headquarters in Kansas City. 

Brig.-Gen. Brown will relieve Brig.-Gen. 
Lo»n in the command of the Central District 
of Missouri. Lieut.-Col. J. O. Broadhead, of 
the 3d Cavalry Missouri State Militia, is ap- 
pointed Provost Marshal General of the dis- 
trict of the Department of Missouri. By com- 
mand .of Maj.-Gen. Schofield. 

New York, June 9. 

An evening paper says a gentlemen from 
the Army of the Potomoc states that on 
Wednesday night last a portion of the rebel 
army crossed the Rappahannock, not far from 
Falmouth, but soon after returned. 

Cincinnati papers of yesterday con'ain a 
despatch dated at Memnhis stating that a 
steamer had arrived from Vicksbnre on the 2d 
which reported the rebels rapidly accumulat- 
ing in Grant's rear, but Grant feels confident. 
All railroads between Grand Junction and 
Jackson have been abandoned.

Washington, June 9. 
Rear Admiral Porter has sent to the Navy 
Department a despatch datf-d Mississippi 
Squadron, near Vicksburg, June 1st, in which 
he says: After tbe return of the expedition 
under Lieutenant-Commander Walker up the 
Yazoo and the destruction of the rams and 
navy yards, I despatched the same officer up 
again with instructions to capture the trans- 
ports, besides the steamer mentioned as having 
been burned. He burned the Aladia and 
Magenta, and two of their best transports. 
My object was to break up their transportation 
on the Yazoo. With the exception of a few 
steamers beyond Fort Pcmberton the rebels 
can transport nothing by water on that river. 
Steamers to the amount of $700,000 were de- 
stroyed by tbe late expedition. The Star of 
the West was sunk, completely blockading 
the Valabusha. 

Washington, June 9. 
From what can be. ascertained from persons 
arriving from the Rappahannock, a division 
went over tbe river at Franklin's Landing 
Inst night and the rebel rifle pits, foliage, kc, 
along the banks have been destroyed, so that 
the enemy will not find cover from which to 
annoy us. Earthworks have been thrown up 
in the front with a view of preventing a night 
attack and shield our men it the enemy should 
open a cannonade. The troops we have 
thrown over are not far from the town. The 
movements of both armies are involved in 
mystery. 

A severe engagement took place this morn- 
ing between our cavalry and that of the rebels 
under Gen. Stuart, at Beverley ford, on the 
Rappahannock, five mile3 above. Rappahan- 
nock Station and about the same distance 
from Sulphur Springs. 

An official despatch from Rosecrans, re- 
ceived here to-day, dated Murfreesboro, June 
9th. says: Last evening a despatch from Col. 
J. P. Baird, commanding the post of Frank- 
lin, Tenn., was received, as follows: Two 
men came into camp about dark dres:el in our 
uniforms, withhorseequipmentsto correspond, 
sayirg they were Col. Orion, Inspector-Gen- 
eral, and Major Dunlap, Assistant, having 
an order from Adjutant-General Townsend 
and your order to inspect the outpo3ts; 
but their conduct was so very singular 
we arrested them, and they insisted it was 
very important to go to Nashville to-night. 
Col. Baird asked if there were any such per- 
sons in the army, and if so, their description. 
I lepMed at once that they were probably spies 
ard directed him to order a court, and if they 
proved to be spies to execute them immediate- 
ly, which was done, and they were tried and 
candenrned to be hung, and the sentence was 
carried into execution before 10 o'clock this 
morning. 

On being discovered they confessjd they 
were officers in the rebel army. One, a Colo- 
nel, named Lawrence W. Orten, formerly W. 
Orten Williams, claims to be a first cousin 
to Rcbt. Lee, and is said to have been chief of 
artillery on Gen. Braggjs staff, and formerly 
to have been on Gen. Scott's staff, of the 2d 
regular cavalry. 

Cincinnati, June 9. 

Nine tenement houses, mostly frame, situ- 
ated on Front street near Elm, were destroyed 
by fire this evening, by which 51 families 
were rendered houseless. 

Samuel Snyder, of Reading, Penn., a sol- 
dier in the riOth Pennsylvania, was found mur- 
dered in the street thiB morning — murderer 
unknown. 

Niw York, June 9. 

The Post's Hilton Head letters give Col. 
Montgomery's report, which is to the effect 
that his expedition destroyed a vast amount of 
cotton, rice, and other property, and brought 
off T2!> slaves. They had some sharp skir- 
mishing, in which the men behaved splen- 
didly. The Post's letters put the value of the 
property destroyed at $100,000.

San Francisco, June 7. 

Arrived — the steamer Constitution from 
Tanama. with dates via Acapulco of the 18th 
of May from Puebla, and of the 19th from the 
City of Mexico. 

On the 15th and 16th the Mexicans were re- 
pulsed before the fortress Carmen. 

The garrison and inhabitants of Puebla were 
in a state of stai vation. The ammunition 
was failing, and Ortega disappointed that 
Comonfbrt could not cut his way through with 
supplies for tbe besieged. 

On the 19th Gen. Forey sent a flag of truce 
offering to allow the Mexican officers and sol- 
diers to march out, theofficers with their arms, 
pioviding they give parole not to serve against 
the French. This was declined by Ortega, 
who in the meantime spiked the cannon, bun.t 
the gun carriages, and destroyed the infantry 
arms, and then surrendered. The Mexican 
General Regul's aids and ordnance officers, 
[ referring death to being prisoners, shot them- 
selves dead. 

The advance of the French army was at 
Cbolula, six miles beyond Puebla, on its way 
to the capital. 

The Mexicans were much embittered against 
the French and all Frenchmen were ordered 
to leave the capital within eight days. 

The Mexicans will defend the approaches to 
the capital to the last. Great enthusiasm pre- 
vails. 

This account is from Mexictn sources. 

In San Francisco the Mexican houses are 
draped, while from the French houses flags are 
Hying. 

ARRIVAL OF THE AFRICA. 

Halifax, June 9. 

The Africa, from Liverpool on the 30th via 
Queenstown on the 31st, arrived at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon. Her dat*s are four days later. 

A public meeting was to be held in Liver- 
pool on the 3d of June to pay tribute to the 
memory of Stonewall Jackson. 

The ships Dorca3 Prince and Union Jack 
from New York for Shanghai, the S"a Turk 
from Boston for San Francisco, and the Nye, 
a whaler, had been captured by the Alabama. 

Diplomatic relations between England and 
Brazil had been broken. 

Roebuck had given notice that he will move 
in Parliament that England open negotiations 
with the other powers for the recognition of 
the Confederates. 

Lord Montague will move an amendment. 

Latest — Liverpool, May 30. — The Paris cor- 
respondent of the London Morning Herald 
says that Mason's presence in Paris has 
strengthened the report of the approaching 
recognition of the Southern Confederacy. The 
great stumbling point seems to be the stub- 
bornness of a portion of the British Cabinet. 
Tbe general impression is that France will 
take the lead in the recognition of the South, 
and that the rest of Europe will not be slow 
to follow. 

The Paris correspondent of the London 
Morning Post reports that fresh efforts are be- 
ing made by Messrs. Mason and Slidell to 
obtain from the European governments the 
recognition of the Southern Confederacy. 

The Army and Navy Gazette looks durirg 
tho early part of June'for a most remarkable 
series of operations in various parts of Amer- 
ica, on which will depend the summer cam- 
paign. It says: "Let no man believe that we 
are near the end of tbe war so far as the North 
is concerned. There are signs, however, that 
a civil conflict may at any time break out 
within the borders of either or both belliger- 
ents."

Apblina Patti i»Titocm.K.-The charming 
little song bird has come to grief or rather 
she has jnst come to ber senses. The Pans 
correspondent of the Courrier des Etas Unis, 
writing under date of May 22, says a musical 
journal of Paris bad received from London, 
and was to publish on the next Sunday, a 
note in English, written and signed by Ade- 
lina Patti, wherein she invokes the Inter- 
vention of British justice against her family 
— the family, on this occasion, being repre- 
sented by Messrs. Patti, father, and Strakosch, 
brother-in-law. Miss Adelina complains that 
she has seen every penny of her earnings, 
amounting to more than« hundred thousand 
dollars, swallowed up by the aforesaid Patti 
and Strackosch. This, however, is but a lit- 
tle thing in comparison with another exercise 
of parental authority. She was sought in 
marriage by a rish and honorable Spanish 
gentleman; her heart responded favorably, 
and Patti, the father, had once agreed to the 
arrangement, in case the young man's family 
consented. The young man's family did con- 
sent, bnt the lady's father refused to do as ho 
bad agreed, interdicted all correspondence, 
and allowed no interview between the be- 
trothed and her lover. Adelina now demands 
to be removed from und er this tyranny, and 
to be placed in the tutelage of the Court of 
Chancery during the seven months remaining 
before she becomes of ago. Sho declares, at 
the same time, that she has no intention o 
seeking any pecuniary return from her father 
and brother-in-law, but that she freely aban- 
dons to them what they have so unseremo- 
niously grabbed. 

JS^-The Hon. Emerson Etheridgf, of Ten- 
nessee, Clerk of the last House of Representa- 
tives, having been invited, on behalf of a 
squad of trading abolitionists in Memphis 
that call themselves the "Wasbixgtoh Ukios 
Cicb," to join in a public celebration at Mem- 
phis, replies to the impudent request in a very 
extended letter, the irony of which is terrific, 
and which concludes as follows: 

I look in vain among the names attached to 
your letter for one which recalls a familiar 
face. 1 do not remember that I ever had the 
honor of a personal acquaintance with any 
one of you, although, in former times, I knew 
many of the leading citizens of Memphis, 
among whom are not a few who are still ar- 
dently in tavor of a restoration of the Con- 
stitution. I regret to find none of them ass}- 
ciated with you in the proposed demonstra- 
tion. But I will indulge no complaints. 
Wherever our armies have secured a porma- 
cent.lodgement in the South — as at Hilton 
Head, New Orleans, Newbern, Nashville, 
and! Memphis — the Northern friends of our 
most excellent President have supplied us 
abundantly with most disinterested men 
and women, whose loyal tongues are heard in 
melodious tones wherever wo "hold, occupy, 
and possess'' a cotton or contraband settle- 
ment in the Confederated wilderness. Look at 
Hilton Head, where the tender maiden and 
tougher matron of the North mingle upon 
sisterly terms with the Palmetto-African la- 
dies of South Carolina. A bountiful issue of 
tracts and catechisms will no doubt soon be 
followed by an improved issue of contrabands 
— not so white as the pure Anglo, not so black 
as the normal African. In a few years they 
will 

" Walk In tiesnty tike the night 
Of cloudless climes end starry skies ; 

*i.djill that's .1 ot dark ami brlKtit 
Meet tu thetr aspect and their eyes." 

In North Carolina, Charles Henry Foster, 
Esq., originally from Maine, and a warm po- 
litical friend of Breckinridge, has organised a 
Free Labor Association, and Governor Stan- 
ley has gone back to California in disgust. In 
Nashville we have a regularly organised abo- 
lition society ; its organ is the same as that of 
the State and Federal government, and the 
editor, though imported from abroad, is doing 
more to sustain the glorious administration of 
President Lincoln than any native-born eitiaen 
of the State can do. This abolition Bociety, 
and this abolition newspaper, although con- 
ducted within the fortifications of the city, is 
doing no doubt very much to induce the peo- 
ple ot Middle Tennessee to cease all further 
opposition to the wise, gentle, and constitu- 
tional rule of our distinguished Chief Magis- 
trate. 

In Memphis the harvest is a tempting ono. 
With cotton at a dollar per pound, ana like- 
ly contrabands "lying about loose,'' our en- 
terprising Northern friends who love the 
Union and wish it preserved under the guar- 
antees of the Constitution may make "a good 
thing of it." Already 1 hear of several who 
have farm9 in Kansas, Iowa, Illinois, India- 
na, and other "loyal States," which are now 
well filled by negroes who once belonged to 
the Union men of the South. Facts like 
these will tend greatly to the restoration of 
peace and harmony, and materially aid in re- 
moving the prejudice which the people of the 
insurrectionary States have entertained 
against their Northern kindred. They now 
know that the war is not to be so conducted 
as wantonly to deprive them of any portion 
of their property ; and they now have positive 
proof that Southern secessionists and North- 
ern copperheads, who charged that the war 
was to be finally waged against the South 
as a lection, instead of the rebels and their 
allies, are guilty of falsehood. Furthermore, 
tbere is a large party at the North who have 
t>ersistently refused to regard the African as 
the best representative of the human race. 
This influx of negroes will do much to change 
their opinions, and by the same means 
Southern manners and customs will become 
gradually introduced north of the Ohio and 
Potomac, rendering our people much more 
tomogeneons than in former times. Thus we 
will again become a united and loving peo- 
ple. The lion and the lamb, the contractor 
and the contraband, will lie down together, 
and then the millennium will have oome. 
Excuse the haste with which I write, and ac- 
cept assurances of my highest regard.

May 30, 1863. J 

L,ast eveniDg at 6 o'clock, our artillery again 
opened on the city, but with less violence than 
they did in the morning. The firing elicited 
no reply whatever. Admiral Porter's mortars 
are doing the enemy much damage in proper- 
ty, with some Iobs of life. So say deserters. 

This morning a messenger sent through the 
lines by Gen. Pemberton for the purpose of 
communicating with Gen. Joe Johnston, sud- 
denly became converted from the error ef se- 
cession and reported with despatches to Gen. 
Grant. The substance of the same was this: 
That if possible to do so, Johnston must aU 
tack Grant's army in the rear in heavy force 
within -ten days I If ho aould not do so with 
force enough to ensure success, not to attack 
at all. Pemberton represents his force, able 
lor duty, at 18,000, but a large portion ef his 
army are demoralized and are not to be relied 
on. I have this direct, and if there should 
prove to be a flaw in this intelligence, John- 
ston and the messenger will have put their 
heads together solely for the purpose of deceiv- 
ing our Generals. But from other evidences, 
it is believed to be but the facts. We now 
bave a complete chain of rifle-pits aronnd 
their line of forts, and onr batteries are also 
protected by strong earthworks. The cordon 
is tightening, and, to all human foresight, it is 
but a question of tin'e as to our occupation of 
the city, with the whole force of the enemy as 
prisoners. The capture of supplies and am- 
munition will probably be light. It is also 
quite probable that when the enemy concludo 
to surrender, they will endeavor to make a 
wreck of everything that would be of advan- 
tage to us. 

General Sherman on the right pressed the 
enemy a little to-day, the enemy replying but 
faintly. 1 have not learned of any advantage 
being gained by the movement. 

The weather is becoming very comfortable 
for Mexican costume, viz: shirt-collar and 
spurs. Our troops are still in excellent health. 
They labor bard night and day but no one 
complains. They seem to feel that each one 
has an in<<re«f in the work as well as the prin- 
ciple. This is what constitutes active, intel- 
ligent, tehable soldiers. May each one obtain 
his 1G0 acres of Uncle Sam's heritage, so gal- 
lantly wrought out in this campaign of Liber- 
ty and Union. 

May 31.— Learned late last night that seven 
deserters, recently through the, lines, stated 
that our artillery firing promiscuously into 
the city on the 29th inst. made sad havoc 
with the enemy s stock particularly. Hun- 
dreds of cattle, mules, and horses were killed 
and the night following were hauled down 
and dumped into the river. People, and prop- 
erty of all kinds, suffered severely, At three 
o'clock this morning our artillery fire into the 
city was repeated. 

Rebels are getti ng spunky — don' t like to have 
ns looking at them from too lofty a position; 
therefore to-day at 1 P. M., as our workmen 
were busily engaged erecting an observatory 
on the top of a cotton gin (said cotton gin 
being on the top of a hill), they first mildly ex- 
pressed their disapprobation by shooting mus- 
ket balls at our menl This mild treatment 
not having the desired effect, they sent over a 
few grape(s) in a canister! Our men think- 
ing a hail storm was deluging them, and not 
wishing to expose themselves too much in 
such inclement weather, hastened down toscek 
shelter from the storm. When nearly down, 
our friends over there SG8~ seut us their 
complimtnts with a beautiful shell! Would 
much like to have setu it arrive safely, but 
the pretty red thins; busted (!) just befors we 
got it, and we didn't wait to get any morel 

Our lookout discovered the location of their 
cstnp, f>nu m certnineil some of their paiiCoriS, 



but could not yet see into their forts. 

Report came this evening that half of the 
60th Indiana, Col. Owen Burbridge's brigade, 
was captured at Warrenton. The regiment 
has been on detached service for more than a 
month; also the 96th Ohio, Col. Vance. The 
9<ith Ohio left Warrenton yesterday, to report 
here, which fact tho enemy doubtless ascer- 
tained, and made battle with the 60th Indiana, 
Still lett at the post. Skirmishing was sti 1 m 
progress when my informant left. To-nighl 
we picket our rear pretty heavy, which may 
be nothing more than a wise precaution al- 
though we have a force of at Big Black

TO TlfK MINISTERS OF THE GOSPEL WHO 
HAYH AIDED THE REBELLION. 

I appeal to you who have aided a dissolu- 
tion ortl:e Union — you who have given your 
powerful religious influence to the rebellion. 
You know that we had lived through two 
generations under the Government of the 
Tnited States, the most free, most prosperous, 
most happy, and most religious people on 
earth. Your fathers had taught you, and you 
taught your children, that we had the be3t 
government ever devised by man. In your 
progress you often thanked God that our lots 
were cast in a land where liberty of conscience 
is protected, so that every one can worship 
God in spirit and in truth, and none can make 
bim afraid. Indeed, many of you went fur- 
ther, and taught the people that our Govern- 
ment was established by the special provi- 
dence of God. Y'ou all prayed for its preser- 
vation and the extension of its principles to all 
nations. Our population had grown from 
three millions to thirty-one millions. Our 
people were universally satisfied with our 
government; we had no desire to alter or for- 
sake it; we were at peace with all the world — 
at peace among ourselves; were developing 
the resources of our fine country — accumulat- 
ing all the comforts of life — advancing In the 
arts, sciences, morals, and religion — the bles- 
sings of Christianity extended over the whole 
land— we were indeed a happy and contented 
people. 

But a few ambitious and bad men cunning- 
ly planned the dissolution of the Union which 
bad so much blessed us all. They sent emissa- 
ries among us to persuade us to become dis- 
satisfied with the government and destroy it, 
and to make war upon and go to killing one 
another. They treated our government, which 
they knew to be the best workmanship of man, 
just as the Jews treated our Saviour Jesus 
Christ. They tried him, and found no fault 
in him, yet they cried "Crucify him, crucify 
him." And they did put him to death. Your 
corrupt leaders could find no fault in our Con- 
stitution; no one had been wronged by it. It 
blessed us all. Yet they said, Away with it — 
down with it — "it stinks in my nostrils." 

Yet the masses of the people still held to the 
Constitution and the Union. But the corrupt 
leaders fired the passions of our boys and young 
men, and put firearms in their hands; then 
they sest speakers everywhere to persuade the 
people to go with our boys, and destroy the 
Government, and go to killing one another. 
Our newspapers were crowded with extracts 
from Greeley, Sumner, Gidding9, Lovejoy, 
Beecber. Phillips, Garrison, and Gerret Smith, 
and the speakers read these extracts every- 
where to the people, and told tbem that the 
whole northern population held the same sen- 
timents, and were determined to come by hun- 
dreds of thousands to the South, and rob us of 
our property, violate our wive3 and daughters, 
subjugate us, and establish negro equality 
among us. These few bad men of the North 
were held up as exponents of the feelings and 
intentions of the whole northern people. 
Y'our leaders all knew this to be a base false- 
hood, but it had the effect to excite and run 
our people mad. Many of the ministers of the 
pure Gospel of Jesus Christ prostituted their 
nigh and holy influence to the circulation of 
these base falsehoods. They influenced the 
unsuspecting members of their churches, and 
made tbem believe it was their religious duty 
to destroy the Government of the UnitedStates, 
and establish another upon its ruins. They 
prayed for the success ol the rebels in arms, 
and asked Ged to guide their bullets into the 
breasts of the Union soldiers. They taught 
the innocent and devout men and women of 
their churches to believe that God was on the 
side of the rebellion, and that they would 
serve God by destroying the Union, and mur- 
dering our northern friends. Thus by the in- 
fluence of those wearing religious robes were 
the innocent men and women rendered fanat- 
ical and furious against the whole northern 
people. 

If any preacher of the Gospel of Jesus Christ 
b&s used bis influence as here describe!, to 
mislead the members of his flock, I appeal to 
him in the language of Nathan, " Thou art 
the man.'' I ask him now to pause and 
consider whether be has acted as a good 
shepherd of bis flock. When the base lead- 
ers of the rebellion said "lot her* and lo! 
there," ought you not to have told your 
flock "to believe it not, to go not after 
tbem?" When one of your flock followed 
the deceptive voice of those leaders, and stray- 
ed from the fold, or when your lambs were led 
by them captives to the slaughter, ought you 
not to have warned them in time, or to have 
brought tbem back to the fold even at the risk 
of your life? 

But now that the rebellion has been raging 
for two years, I beg you to pause and see the 
awful whirlpool into which our people are 
drifting. Behold the shattered limbs and 
mangled bodies of those young men whom 
you have urged to the battle-field. Look over 
our desolate and mourning country. Our 
country is wasted, and more than half of all 
our boys who entered the old regiments have 
died in camps, or are in their bloody graves. 
Call to mind vividly the recent battles of 
Fredericksburg, Port Gibson, Baker's Creek, 
Raymond, Jackson, Big Black Bridge, Haynes' 
Bluff, and Ticksburg. Count if you can the 
thousands of our young men who have been 
slaughtered in these battles. Then ask your- 
self honestly, have I caused any of this ? Did 
I use my holy influence to lead my flock to 
these fields of blood and slaughter? Nay! 
deal honestly before God,and confess that there 
is no hope for the success of tho rebellion. 
Confess that the rebels have lost more than 
half the territory they once held — that their 
resources are nearly exhausted — that they are 
cut off from Texas, Arkansas, Louisiana, and 
Mississippi, and that they are blockaded on all 
sides and hemmed in — that both armies will 
oecupy and devastate the South till we are all 
redrced to poverty and starvation — that the 
war will certainly wear slavery out if con- 
tinued, and slaughter all our friends. Have 
the moral courage, the Christian bravery, to 
raise your voice for peace — to stop this unnat- 
ural and cruel war. Set your heart right in 
the sight of God, and ask our prodigal sons 
to return to the house of their father. Tell 
them to quit and come borne before they 
are all killed. Tell them that we will 
excuse them, and charge all the blame of 
this war upon the guilty leaders who got up 
the rebellion. Tell tbem that we know they 
were deceived, misled, and forced into the 
war. Had not the cunning and base leaders 
used so many arts to persuade, mislead, de- 
ceive, intimidate, and force them; bad they 
been left to their own reflections and feelings, 
they never would have raised arms against 
our Government, which had blessed them all 
their lives. We know that a large majority 
of tbem went into the rebellion against their 
will, and that the rest were deceived and led 
into it by falsehood. Then, in view of the now 
certainty that the rebellion is a failure, and if 
continued it can do no more than destroy 
every interest in the South, and slaughter our 
friends, let every man, woman, and child 
earnestly call upon our boys to quit the war 
and come home. Tell them to come home 
and live again under the Constitution of the 
U nited fc>ta.tes, which has ever blessed them, 
and will bless our people in all ages to come.
